The  reports  of  coin 
sales  of  that  period  and  some  of  the 
prices  realized  are  features.  Other  short 
items  of  interest  will  also  be  reprinted. 


Our  publication  of  the  catalogue  of 
the  Coins  of  Mexico  is  completed  in 
this  issue  of  the  Journal.  This  cata- 
logue with  various  other  features  will 
be  reprinted  and  offered  as  a separate 
pamphlet  later.  We  have  not  gone  into 
the  twentieth  century  revolutionary 
coins  with  quite  as  much  detail  as  in 
our  publication  “Coins  of  the  World” 
but  have  confined  our  listing  to  the  more 
obtainable  types. 


National  Coin  Week  will  be  observed 
from  March  30th  to  April  6th  in  most 
cities  or  towns  where  collector’s  organi- 
zations are  able  to  make  suitable  ex- 
hibits. 


We  believe  it  is  the  ambition  of  most 
collectors  to  form  a numismatic  library 
of  sorts  as  the  real  collector  is  lost 
without  ready  reference  works.  In  the 
April  JOURNAL  we  will  outline  our 
new  publication  idea  which  will  give 
collectors  a splendid,  ever-growing 
library  of  numismatic  works  at  a very 
small  yearly  expenditure. 


The  Iowa  Numismatic  Association 
and  the  Central  States  Numismatic  So- 
ciety will  hold  a joint  convention  in 
Burlington,  Iowa  on  April  27th  and 
28th.  Exhibits,  a dealers  bourse  and 
auction  sale  will  be  among  the  features. 

The  final  article  on  U .S.  Com- 
memorative coins  is  contained  in  this 
issue.

French  Rival  Trade  Dollar. 

A French  dollar  of  a weight  of  27.215 
grammes,  and  equivalent  in  value  to  the 
"Almighty”  Dollar  of  the  United  States, 
is  now  being  issued  from  the  mint  in 
Pans.  It  is  intended  for  circulation  in 
Coch  in  China,  where  the  normal  5-franc 
pieces  of  the  French  coinage,  which 
are  nominally  equal  to  the  United  States 
dollar,  have  suffered  depreciation  in  con- 
sequence of  the  general  fall  in  the  value 
of  silver,  and  are  worth,  in  fact,  only 
4 1/2  francs,  or  a depreciation  of  10  per 
cent.

March  - New  coin  of  Siam. 

The  coins  of  the  United  States— 
1795  Cents.  An  interesting  account  of 
the  Jefferson  head  sent  which  we  re- 
produce here. 

This  so  called  "Jefferson  head  cent” 
was  probably  named  for  the  same  reason 
as  the  Guinea  pigs  (because  they  did 
not  come  from  Guinea,  and  they  are  not 
pigs) ; the  portrait  on  the  pieces  does 
not  resemble  that  of  Jefferson,  nor  did 
he  have  aught  to  do  with  the  issue,  and 
last,  but  not  least,  it  is  not  a cent;  but  is 
undoubtedly  a counterfeit  of  the  cent  of 
1795,  and  was  struck  somewhere  about 
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1803.  The  workmanship  and  style  oi 
every  portion  of  the  piece  show  that  the 
dies  were  never  executed  at  the  U.  S. 
mint;  the  hair  alone  would  be  sufficient 
to  condemn  it,  no  artist  employed  at  the 
mint  since  its  establishment  would  have 
engraved  such  a stiff  unnatural  mass 
after  having  for  models  the  beautiful 
wavy  locks  which  adorn  the  earlier 
coins;  the  figures  and  letters  are  totally 
unlike  any  used  on  the  cents;  the  frac- 
tion  1/100  is  of  the  size  figures  found 
on  the  issue  of  1803;  the  wreath  with 
its  lobster  claw  leaves  and  three-looped 
bow  furnish  more  evidence  of  the  inex- 
pert tool  of  an  imitator  who  had  before 
him  different  types  of  cents  and  en- 
graved the  least  difficult  part  of  each; 
the  short  and  narrow  serrated  border 
on  the  reverse  is  unlike  any  used  in 
1795,  while  the  absence  of  the  border 
ornamentation  on  the  obverse,  even  on 
the  best  of  them,  would  indicate  that  a 
worn  cent  was  copies;  and  finally  the 
rarity  of  the  piece  tends  to  cast  a shadow 
on  its  authenticity,  for  we  know  that 
even  were  fifty  thousand  issued  they 
might  still  be  rare,  but  it  would  be 
impossible  to  circulate  five  thousand  in 
the  then  thinly  populated  country, 
seventy-five  or  eighty  years  ago,  and 
escape  detection;  the  same,  of  course, 
might  be  said  of  the  1793  cent  with  the 
strawberry  plant  under  the  bust,  but  as 
it  is  of  the  same  workmanship  as  its 


fellows,  and  of  the  three  specimens 
known  only  two  are  from  the  same  die, 
their  variety  would  indicate  a probable 
pattern;  which  could  not  be  claimed  for 
the  “Jefferson”  as  it  lacks  all  the  points 
of  an  experimental  piece;  and  take  one 
consideration  with  another,  it  has  a 
remarkably  unofficial  look.

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Notes  on  Collecting  Ancient  Coins

In  the  December  issue  of  the  Coin 
Collector’s  Journal  I chanced  upon  an 
article  of  the  above  title,  which  1 read 
with  pleasure.  The  reasons  lor  my 

satisfaction  are  twofold:  because  I 
leel  that  coin  collectors  rarely  receive 
any  workable  advice  on  how  to  go 

about  it;  and  because  the  writer  ol  the 

article  has  some  time  chided  me  for 
my  enthusiastic  approach  of  the  ques- 
tion and  put  himself  up  as  an  example 
of  hard-bitten  realism.  Yet  even  he 
could  not  help  falling  into  poetic  ex- 
ultation while  1 will  try  now  to  re- 

taliate with  sober  facts.

The  successful  buying  of  Ancient 
Coins  has,  of  course,  many  angles.  Let 
us  try  to  reason  out  the  most  impor- 
tant ones  in  this  brief  discussion  and, 
perhaps,  in  a few  subsequent  ones. 

1.  Buy  your  coins  where  there  is  a 
wide  variety  to  select  from.  II  a dealer 
has  only  half  a do2,en  or  a dor,en 
coins,  you  will  have  to  buy  from  what- 
ever he  happens  to  have  on  hand.  It 
there  is  no  large  dealer  in  your  city, 
rather  get  coins  on  approval  from  out 
of  town  or  buy  in  mail  sales. 

2.  Buy  from  dealers  who  know 
what  they  are  selling.  There  you  will 
get  a decent  coin  for  a fair  price.  The 
writer  does  not  believe  in  fanciful  tales 
of  getting  rare  and  valuable  pieces  in 
pawn-shops  or  the  like,  for  a song. 
He  has  tried  himself  and  never  saw 


anything  worth  while.  In  addition 
those  dealers  who  do  not  know  exactly 
what  their  coins  are,  don’t  know 
their  prices  either.  So,  just  to  be  on  the 
safe  side,  they  overcharge  the  customer, 
lest  they  should  give  away  ^numis- 
matic gems”  for  a pittance.

3.  You  either  have  a fair  knowledge 
of  the  type  of  coins  you  are  interested 
in,  or  you  will  have  to  pay  a penalty 
in  learning  by  your  own  mistakes  while 
you  buy.  In  order  that  this  “tuition- 
fee”  that  every  collector  has  paid  then 
and  now,  should  be  a small  one,  keep 
one  maxim  close  to  your  heart:  Never 
buy  a coin  you  would  not  wish  to  own 
throughout  your  collector’s  career.  It 
you  have  any  serious  doubts  as  to 
whether  the  piece  you  consider  buy- 
ing is  really  desirable,  better  not  buy 
the  coin.  A halfway  desirable  coin  is 
not  worth  having.  Do  not  enter  into 
compromises  with  yourself.  It  the 
coin  is  well  preserved  but  in  a poor 
artistic  style,  or  it  it  was  of  excellent 
design  but  is  battered  now  and  wear- 
ing one  or  two  scars  on  its  face,  let  it 
go.  You  will  have  another  chance  to 
purchase  a similar  coin  that  will  satisfy 
you  completely,  while,  it  you  have 
bought  a substitute,  you  will  never 
enjoy  it, — its  flaws  will  keep  on  tor- 
turing you  and  you  will  have  a hard 
time  to  get  rid  of  the  piece  to  salvage 
your  money.

4.  Now  we  have  come  to  the  most 
important  question  a fancier  of  An- 
cient Coins  is  often  called  upon  to 
decide  for  himself:  Should  he  buy 
flawless  coins  of  mediocre  style  or  con- 
centrate upon  buying  only  coins  of 
the  finest  style,  even  if  they  are  some- 
what worn?  Furthermore:  should  he 
hunt  for  very  rare  pieces  or  be  satis- 
fied with  the  more  easily  accessible 
ones? 

While  tastes  and  opinions  are  differ- 
ent, we  want  to  consider  the  interests 
and  the  point  of  view  of  the  average 
collector,  who  wishes  to  have  a nice 
collection,  but  has  neither  the  means, 
nor  the  time  to  found  a collection  to 
compete  with  that  of  a museum  or  of 
a rich  amateur.  Our  advice  to  him  is: 
he  should  not  strive  to  gain  a few 
extra-rare  pieces,  because  rarity  is  not 
a paramount  question  in  coin  collect- 
ing. In  most  cases  rare  pieces  are  not 
important  as  representatives  of  classical 
art  or  landmarks  of  ancient  history. 


Neither  are  they  necessarily  of  excel- 
lent artistic  attainments.  Their  worth 
is  exaggerated  by  their  rarity,  desirable 
only  for  those  who  have  a nearly  com- 
plete array  of  all  the  coins  obtainable, 
and  need  the  extra-rare  one  as  a key- 
stone just  to  finish  their  numismatic 
series. 

The  small  collector  should  rather 
strive  to  have  a fairly  complete  group 
of  the  more  easily  accessible  coins, 
which,  in  addition,  are  usually  more 
representative  of  ancient  times  and 
classical  art. 

5.  The  paramount  question  in  col- 
lecting coins  in  general  and  ancient 
ones  in  particular,  should  be  their  ar- 
tistic style.  If  a coin  is  modelled  in 
the  best  vein  of  ancient  sculptural  at- 
tainments, that  coin  is  worth  buying, 
even  at  some  financial  sacrifice  on  the 
buyer's  part  and  even  at  the  risk  of  a 
slight  compromise  regarding  its  preser- 
vation.

This  half  dollar  commemorates  the 
300th  Anniversary  of  the  original  Nor- 
folk Land  Grant,  and  the  200th  An- 
niversary of  the  Creation  of  Norfolk 
as  a Borough.  Norfolk  was  incorporated 
as  a borough  in  1736,  by  royal  charter, 
and  became  a city  in  1845. 

The  coin  shows  on  the  reverse  the 
Norfolk  Mace.  This  is  one  of  Nor- 
folk’s greatest  historical  treasures.  The 

o

mace  was  presented  to  Norfolk  by 
Lieutenant  Governor  Dinwiddie  as  a 
token  of  his  esteem  for  the  borough, 
in  175  3.  Norfolk  is  the  only  city  in  the 
United  States  with  a mace,  the  symbol 
of  royalty.  This  coin  also  bears  the  dis- 
tinction of  being  the  only  one  of  the 
Commemorative  series  which  was  pre- 
dated. It  is  dated  1936,  but  the  bill  for 
its  issuance  was  not  passed  until  1937. 

The  history  of  Norfolk  is  vivid  and 
interesting.  The  Virginians  and  a North 
Carolina  regiment  under  Col.  Robert 
Howe,  occupied  the  town  in  December 
1775  after  Lord  Dunmore  had  aban- 
doned it  and  taken  refuge  on  the  fleet. 
On  December  31st,  Dunmore  bom- 
barded the  town  and  laid  it  in  ashes. 
The  only  building  that  escaped  destruc- 
tion was  the  old  St.  Paul's  Church. 

At  the  beginning  of  the  Civil  War 
the  Southern  militia  attempted  to  seise 
the  navy  yard  at  Gosport,  one  of  the 
most  extensive  in  the  United  States. 
The  government  sent  Capt.  Hiram 
Paulding  to  instruct  Commander  Mc- 
Cauley to  get  the  ships  out  with  as  much 
ordnance  and  ammunition  as  possible, 
and  to  defend  the  property.  McCauley’s 
officers,  being  all  Southern  born,  de- 
serted as  soon  as  Virginia  seceded. 
Using  poor  judgment  and  with  relief 
in  sight,  McCauley  scuttled  such  ships 
as  were  in  the  harbor  and  attempted  to 
burn  the  navy  yard.  The  attempt  was 
not  particularly  successful  and  some  ot 
the  ships  and  a great  store  of  war 
material  were  acquired  by  the  Con- 
federacy. 

Today  Norfolk  ranks  third  among  the 
cities  of  the  State  of  Virginia  in  value 
of  factory  products.  Its  peanut  market 
is  the  largest  in  the  world,  and  cotton, 
oysters,  coal,  lumber,  and  vegetables 
are  its  chief  exports.  Its  harbor  is  deep, 
and  protected  by  the  two  Forts,  Wool 
and  Monroe,  its  navy  yard  being  in  the 
southern  district  of  the  city  of  Ports- 
mouth.

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THE  DUTCH  WEST  INDIES 

by  J.  M.  F.  SCHULMAN 


West  Indian  coins  becoming  such  a 
favorite  line  with  the  collectors,  it  is  in- 
teresting to  consider  the  limited  but 
interesting  coinage  of  the  Dutch  West 
Indian  colonies.  We  always  consider 
Curacao,  the  Isles  of  St.  Martin,  St. 
Eustace,  Saba,  Aruba  and  Bonaire  and 
the  continental  country  of  Dutch  Guiana 
belonging  to  the  Dutch  West  Indies. 
Before  1800  the  sue  of  these  colonies 
was  much  larger  — a huge  part  of 
Brazil  being  under  control  of  Dutch 
Guiana.  We  even  know  coins  struck 
for  Brazil  by  the  Dutch  West  Indian 
company  in  gold  and  silver  — extremely 
rare  pieces  as  mentioned  in  “South 
American  Gold  Coins.'”  Up  to  1800 
the  colonies  were  under  control  of  the 
Dutch  West  Indian  trading  company, 
which  also  struck  the  coins  and  was 
closely  affiliated  to  the  powerful  East 
India  Company  (the  “V.O.C.”)  The 
main  importance  of  these  colonies  was 
and  still  is  the  harbour  of  Curacao— 
a political  and  natural  center  of  trade 
communications.  All  oil  from  Vene- 
zuela is  refined  in  Curacao  factories 
being  a safer  place  than  turbulent 
Venezuela.  Main  station  for  Pan- 
American  airways  modern  Curacao  is 
the  same  live  spot  in  the  West  Indies 
as  it  always  was. 

Still  its  coins  are  few  and  unim- 
portant. The  Dutch  coins  circulated  with 
the  Mexican  pieces  since  1634,  the  year 
in  which  Curacao  became  a possession 
of  the  Dutch — also  the  special  coinage 
of  the  West  Indian  company  was  in 
circulation.  Between  1800  and  181 5 
there  was  a great  lack  of  regular  cur- 
rency, resulting  from  the  Napoleonic 
wars.  To  answer  the  demand  for 
smaller  denominations  Dutch,  Portu- 
geuse  and  Mexican  crowns  and  guilders 
were  cut  in  small  pieces. 

We  generally  meet  with  two  sizes  of 
“cuts”  — the  small  3 Real  cuts  from 


Mexican  pesos  or  the  “quart-cuts”  from 
Dutch  guilders,  current  for  9 Reals. 
The  first  are  counterstamped  with  large 
or  small  “3”,  the  second  with  a rosace 
or  a roselikc-star.  We  also  know  of 
“cuts”  from  Mexican  pesos  with  a 
“rosace”,  and  “cuts”  from  guilders  with

d 0 . 

In  1821  they  issued  a small  silver  2 
Real  coin,  which  was  followed  in  1822 
by  a small  silver  2 stivers.  Still  it  did 
not  help  the  inhabitants  out  of  their 
real  lack  of  currency  - — - The  Dutch 
government  allowed  the  trading  houses 
of  Jesurun,  Leiba  and  Naitr  to  issue 
small  silver  stivers  until  around  1830 
the  situation  was  normal  again  and 
Dutch  money  circulated  largely.  These 
silver  tokens  bear  on  the  obv.  letters 
as  J.  6?  Co.,  L.  U Co.  or  J.J.N.  They 
are  not  rare  at  all.  The  other  Isles  did 
not  issue  any  currency  apart  from  St. 
Martin,  where  they  issued  “Quart-cuts” 
from  Mexican  and  Bolivian  pesos  in 
1810.  The  Dutch  were  lucky  in  cap- 
turing 49,000  silver  pesos  in  1809  from 
the  French  during  the  Napoleonic  war 
and  they  struck  these  cuts,  counter- 
stamped  St.  MARTIN,  and  arrow- 
bundle.  These  cuts,  which  come  in 
very  fine  condition,  are  rare  and  fetch 
better  prices.  The  Isle  of  St.  Martin 
belongs  partly  to  the  Dutch,  partly  to 
the  French  since  1648,  up  to  the  pres- 
ent date. 

There  are  some  rare  stivers  struck 
around  1710  on  the  Isle  of  St.  Eustace, 
counterstamped  on  Cayenne  sous.  We 
know  of  a double  stiver  counterstamped 
SE  and  P (for  Paramaribo)  and  a stiver 
counterstamped  SE  and  IP.  There  was  a 
token  struck  by  Herman  Gossling  in 
1771.  1 Bit.  All  these  pieces  are  cop- 
per, very  rare  and  comparatively  ex- 
pensive. In  1900  the  Dutch  govern- 
ment struck  10  cts.  and  2 5 cts.  with 
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the  bust  of  Queen  Wilhelmina  for  cir- 
culation  in  their  West  Indian  and 
Guiana  colonies.  All  higher  values  cir- 
culate in  the  original  Dutch  currency — 
the  same  applies  for  paper  money. 

In  Dutch  Guiana,  better  known  under 
the  name  of  Suriname  we  have  only  a 
currency  around  1676-1679  and  1764 
which  consists  of  some  copper  doits, 
some  of  which  are  very  rare  nowadays. 

The  doits  of  1676  and  1679  are 
marked  2 or  4,  meaning  2 or  4 doits,  a 
parrot  on  coffee  plant  on  the  obv.  the 
rev.  generally  blank,  although  some  rare 
specimens  do  have  a tree  on  the  reverse. 

The  1764  issue  consists  of  a single 
doit  marked  SOCIETEIT  VAN  SURI- 
NAME and  is  very  common. 

In  Suriname  and  Curacao  small  paper 

CANADIAN 

Mr.  F.  A.  Broom  writes: 

The  collection  of  Coins  of  Canada, 
seems  to  me,  to  be  a specialty  indulged 
in  by  very  few  collectors,  and  now,  it 
is  very  evident,  that  it  is  almost  impos- 
sible to  get  together  a full  set  of  any 
of  our  series  of  coins  in  an  uncirculated 
condition.  The  large  cents,  which  up 
to  three  years  ago  were  more  predomi- 
nant than  the  small  ones,  are  now  very 
conspicuous.  This  condition  also  ap- 
plies to  the  small  silver  5-cent  piece 
which  was  superseded  in  1922  by  the 
large  nickel  5-cent  piece.  This  is  caused 
by  the  Bank  of  Canada,  acting  for  the 
mint  at  Ottawa,  having  called  in  the 
large  cents  and  small  nickels  for  re- 
melting  purposes.  Few  collectors  have 
any  idea  of  the  scarcity  of  these  pieces. 
For  instance,  I needed  a certain  date  to 
fill  out  my  5-cent  collection,  and  through 
the  cooperation  of  the  manager  of  the 
local  bank  obtained  during  three  years 
over  1 0,000  of  these  pieces  to  look 
through,  but  never  found  a good  speci- 
men of  the  piece  I wanted.  I finally 
secured  it  from  California.  As  to  the 
much  talked  of  1921  silver  5-cent  pieces, 
they  do  exist.  Norman  Mason  of 
Toronto  has  one,  and  I finally  secured 
one,  but  in  a damaged  condition.  For 


bills  were  issued  around  1797  and  1801, 
which  are  quite  rare  now. 

Up  to  1815  the  official  issue  of  the 
Dutch  West  Indian  company  was  cur- 
rent which  consisted  of  a Utrecht  3 
Guilder,  1 Guilder,  half  guilder  and 
double  stiver,  dated  1794,  a “W”  under 
the  shield  to  mark  the  use  for  the  West 
Indies.  They  were  of  course  struck  in 
the  Utrecht  mint  on  order  of  the  West 
Indian  company.  Apart  from  the  3 
guilder  piece,  most  of  these  coins  are 
not  very  rare  and  the  3 guilder  piece  is 
even  very  often  met  with  in  very  fine 
condition. 

Tokens  were  struck  in  the  Colonies 
by  private  firms  — but  all  of  these 
(apart  from  those  mentioned  in  this 
article)  are  rare.

I wrote  the  Master  of  the  Royal 
Canadian  Mint,  asking  this  question, 
if  1921  nickels  were  never  issued  for 
circulation,  how  is  it  that  one  or  two 
are  in  existence  in  collector’s  cabinets? 
I quote:  ’Our  statement  that  no  5-cent 
silver  pieces  were  issued  is  quite  correct 
as  an  official  statement.  There  were 
actually  some  2,500,000  pieces  of  the 
5-cent  silver  coin  struck  in  1921,  and 
placed  into  $100.  bags  ready  for  issue. 
These  were  not  issued  as  a coinage,  but 
a few  may  have  been  given  away  as  a 
souvenir  to  visitors.  Whether  a piece 
such  as  this  is  a rarity  when  there  was 
not.  actually  a coinage  would  make  an 
interesting  debate  for  your  coin  club,' 
Signed,  P.  J.  Edmunds,  for  the  Master. 

There  are  a few  more  scarce  pieces  of 
Canada,  that  are  not  very  often  met 
with.  The  1923  cent  issued  1,019,160 
which  will  eventually  be  in  the  same 
class  as  the  U.  S.  1914  D which  ac- 
cording to  the  mint  report  issued  1,193,- 
000  pieces.  Also  our  1925  5-cent  nickel 
has  only  200,000  of  an  issue.  There 
are  several  other  comparisons  I will 
ma  ke  in  my  next  paper. 
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We  certainly  started  something  when 
we  published  the  letter  from  a " Vlis- 
justed  collector”  last  month.  The  fob 
lowing  letters  all  seem  interesting 
enough  to  print 

D.  B.  New  York  writes: 

Your  letter  in  the  current  C.  C.  J., 
on  p.  53,  signed  a ‘Disgusted  Collector1 
is  quite  typical  of  the  short-sightedness 
of  some  of  our  collectors  today. 

It  would  seem  to  me,  as  an  impartial 
judge,  that  when  an  unlimited  bid  is 
submitted,  the  bidder  has  no  grounds 
for  complaint  as  to  price,  (and  certainly 
not  on  the  basis  of  mint  reports  of 
coinages.) 

The  relative  rarity  of  the  coins  is  not 
in  question. 

The  collector  did  not  have  any  dis- 
agreement regarding  the  classification 
of  the  coins.  It  is  on  this  point  alone, 
that  the  collector  might  seek  a loophole, 
if  he  wanted  to  get  out  of  his  contract 
(made  when  he  submitted  an  unlimited 
bid).  As  such  was  not  the  case,  the 
dealer  is  justified  in  having  no  further 
relationship  with  him.  The  collector 
gave  the  dealer  the  leeway  in  his  bid; 
the  dealer  made  use  of  the  opportunity, 
and  secured  the  coins  for  him.  Then 
the  collector  backed  out. 

This  is  an  excellent  example  of  the 
mis-use  of  unlimited  bids.  This  collec- 
tor, when  he  sent  his  bids  in,  had  a very 
fixed  idea  of  what  he  expected  to  pay. 
1 his  amount  should  have  been  his  bid. 
Instead  he  balked  when  he  had  to  pay 
what  someone  else  thought  they  were 
worth,  which  is  exactly  what  he  had 
agreed  to  do.  This  man  should  have 
been  sued  by  the  dealer,  and  forced  to 
pay  as  he  agreed. 

It  is  quite  satisfactory  to  all  con- 
cerned, that  this  party  is  ‘through  with 
collecting1.  He  got  into  something. 


which  was  beyond  his  depth.  He  failed 
to  understand  what  he  was  doing. 

From  his  letter,  the  ethics  of  auc- 
tioneers are  wholly  justified.  It  is  the 
failure  of  collectors  to  have  ethics  of 
the  same  standing  that  cause  the  un- 
happiness.

A letter  in  the  February  issue  of  the 
Journal  in  reference  to  prices  asked  hy 
a dealer  for  certain  coins,  prompts  me 
to  inquire  about  how  some  prices  are 
computed. 

Being  a newcomer  to  the  science  and 
after  diligent  inquiries  I was  told  that 
the  rarity  of  the  date  governed  the 
price,  aside  from  condition,  etc.  How- 
ever in  checking  the  mint  figures  I 
find  that  in  1914  the  P mint  coined 
12,610  Half  Dollars.  According  to  Wil- 
son’s catalogue,  dealers  should  ask  from 
1.50  to  3.00  for  this  date  in  VF  to 
Unc.  Condition.  We  find  that  in  1903, 
the  San  Francisco  mint  coined  1,920,- 
772  Half  Dollars,  and  according  to  the 
above  cataloguer,  dealers  should  ask 
from  7.50  to  10.00  for  it.  This  may  be 
the  answer  to  “Disgusted  Collectors11 
dilemma.  The  higher  the  coinage,  the 
more  you  should  pay. 

That  this  is  a confusing  condition  is 
most  apparent  to  anyone.  In  trying  to 
interest  others  in  the  fascinating  hobby, 
it  becomes  bewildering,  trying  to  ex- 
plain why  certain  coins  command  a 
higher  price  than  others,  i.e.,  the  smaller 
coinage,  etc.  and  then  the  mint  figures 
show  that  a coin  with  a greater  coin- 
age, brings  a higher  price  than  a com- 
paratively rare  coinage. 

I feel  that  for  the  benefit  of  young 
collectors,  an  article  explaining  this 
discrepancy,  would  well  be  worth  pub- 
lishing. How  about  it,  Mr.  Raymond?

From  Mr.  Wm.  Evans,  Chicago. 

. . . I read  with  a big  laugh  the 
sentiments  of  a disgusted  coin  collector 
on  Page  2 5 of  the  February  issue  of 
your  Journal.  I am  a collector  for  many 
years,  not  a dealer,  and  both  parties 
are  unknown  to  me.  Will  say  the 
disgusted  collector  might  be  a smart 
business  man  but  numismatically  he 
displayed  his  ignorance  and  that  his 
knowledge  of  coins  is  limited  in  making 
such  a statement.  He  defied  anyone  to 
prove  he  is  wrong,  first  he  made  an 
unlimited  bid  which  is  a cracy  thing 
to  do,  but  he  should  stand  back  of  it 
and  not  welch.  Second,  the  half  dol- 
lars from  1810  to  1836  are  the  cheapest 
of  all  early  coins  and  the  most  beauti- 
ful, I think.  The  Standing  Liberty  Halt 
Dollars  and  Quarters  with  less  than  a 
week  in  circulation  will  show  wear  and 
to  secure  them  strictly  uncirculated  is 
very  difficult,  therefore  they  are  scarcely 
uncirculated.  The  1820  in  the  Stand- 
ard Catalogue,  1940,  lists  at  $2.00  V.F., 
1821  Unc.  $2.50,  1919  P mint  $10.00 
Unc.  If  it  was  a 1919  S mint  he  would 
be  lucky  to  secure  it  at  $15.00  or  $20.00 
uncirculated.  Max  Mehl  advertised  he 
would  pay  $22.00  for  an  uncirculated 
1917  S mint  on  obverse  which  is  two 
years  earlier  than  1919. 


If  he  wants  to  consider  dates  to 
regulate  prices  how  about  the  1931, 
1932  and  1933  double  eagles,  just  seven 
years  ago,  or  early  Roman  and  Greek, 
over  four  hundred  years  old,  which 
you  can  buy  for  a quarter. 

1 cannot  see  where  the  disgusted  col- 
lector has  any  merits  to  his  claim  or 
grievance.  There  was  no  robbery  com- 
mitted, he  secured  the  1820  Half  at 
50%  less  than  list  and  the  1919  Half 
at  20%  below  list,  if  P mint,  (if  it 
was  a 1919  S mint  Half,  he  stole  it  at 
$8.75).  He  blames  the  cataloguer,  the 
innocent  middle-man,  who  cannot  help 
it  if  some  one  sends  in  a higher  bid  on 
a certain  coin,  he  doesn't  make  the  prices 
and  do  the  bidding,  he  is  only  an  agent 
or  book-keeper  of  the  bids  sent  in. 

The  standard  unwritten  rule  on  un- 
limited or  reserve  bids  is  that  the  bidder 
pays  5 % above  the  next  highest  bid 
under  his  bid.  1 feel  he  got  off  very 
lucky  with  an  unlimited  bid.  I know 
a collector  who  paid  $52.00  for  a com- 
mon Half  Cent  worth  about  $2.00,  be- 
cause he  was  caught  in  an  unlimited 
trap.  “Disgusted  Collector"  should  con- 
tinue to  collect  and  soon  learn  what  a 
foolish  mistake  he  made."

The  following  letter  is  of  so  much 
interest  we  have  devoted  our  whole  page 
to  it  this  month. 

From  Mr.  Alden  W.  Squires. 

In  the  February  issue  of  The  Coin 
Collector’s  Journal,  on  p.  46,  in  com- 
menting on  the  Custer  medal  it  is  said, 
“It  is  quite  evident  . . . that  Custer’s 
Brigade  enjoyed  considerable  fame  be- 
fore their  sad  end  on  the  Little  Big 
Horn  in  1876.”  The  implication  is 
that  the  cavalry  organization  com- 
memorated by  this  token  is  the  same 
one  as,  or  at  least  the  forerunner  of, 
that  which  Custer  commanded  twelve 
years  later.  They  were,  of  course,  en- 
tirely different  organizations,  and  neither 
of  them  could  be  properly  called 
’’Custer’s  Brigade”. 

At  the  Battle  of  Cedar  Creek,  Gen. 
Custer  commanded  a Division,  con- 
sisting of  two  brigades,  which  in  turn 
were  composed  of  a total  of  1 1 regi- 
ments (or  portions  thereof),  — all 
these  troops  being  of  the  “Volunteer” 
or  militia  classification,  i.e.,  enrolled 
under  state  auspices  for  the  specific  pur- 
pose of  prosecuting  the  Civil  War. 
These  regiments  were  not  considered 
to  be  a part  of  the  U.  S.  Army  (“regu- 
lars”) and  were  quickly  mustered  out 
of  service  after  the  close  of  the  War. 

After  the  War,  Custer’s  rank  as 
Major-general  of  Volunteers  was  dis- 


continued. In  1866  he  was  returned  to 
the  “Regular”  Army  as  Lieut. -Colonel 
commanding  the  7th  U.  S.  Cavalry 
(Regulars),  which  was  his  command  at 
the  Battle  of  Little  Big  Horn.  On  that 
occasion,  Custer  had  divided  his  regi- 
ment into  4 independent  groups  which 
were  following  separate  routes.  He  was 
personally  in  command  of  one  of  these 
detachments,  consisting  of  5 troops,  - 
slightly  more  than  200  men.  All  of 
these  soldiers,  as  well  as  Custer,  were 
killed,  — as  is  well  known  to  every 
schoolboy. 

Audacious  and  brave  as  Custer  was 
in  1876,  his  real  heroics  were  “staged” 
during  the  Civil  War.  It  is  to  be 
doubted  whether  any  man  during  that 
War  was  more  daring,  took  more  des- 
perate chances,  showed  greater  courage 
and  recklessness,  - — - and  got  away  with 
it,  — than  this  same  Custer.  At  the 
time  of  the  Battle  of  Cedar  Creek  the 
General  was  a mere  “kid”,  aged  24!  He 
did  not  particularly  distinguish  himself 
on  that  occasion;  he  did  not  have  a 
chance  to  do  so.  I cannot  quite  see 
why  anyone,  wishing  to  do  honor  to 
Custer  in  a medalet,  should  have  se- 
lected that  affair  for  the  purpose. 

This  discussion  is  somewhat  “off  the 
track”  of  numismatology,  but  seeing 
your  little  note  in  the  Journal  prompted 
me  into  this  excursion  into  another  of 
my  hobbies,  Civil  War  history. 
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The  strange  denominations  of  some 
of  the  early  colonial  notes  present  quite 
a problem  to  collectors  who  are  not 
familiar  with  the  equivalent  of  the  dob 
lars  in  relation  to  shillings  and  pence. 
For  instance  in  1777  5 Shillings  (60 
Pence)  equalled  1 Dollar  in  Georgia  and 
the  issue  of  June  8,  1777  works  out  as 
follows — 

1/10  Dollars  6 Pence 
1/5  Dollars  12  Pence  (1  Shilling) 

1/4  Dollars  15  Pence  (1  Sh.  3d.) 

1/3  Dollar=20  Pence  (1  Sh.  8d.) 

2/5  Dollar=24  Pence  (2  Shillings) 

1/2  Dollar=30  Pence  (2  Sh.  6d.) 

2/3  Dollar=40  Pence  (3  Sh.  4d.) 

3/4  Dollar=45  Pence  (3  Sh.  9d.) 

4/5  Dollar=r48  Pence  (4  Shillings) 

In  New  York  in  1776  8 shillings 
(96  pence)  equalled  1 Dollar  and  the 
fractions  work  out  this  way: 

1/8  Dollar=12  Pence  (1  Shilling) 

1/6  Dollars  16  Pence  (1  Sh.  4d.) 

1/4  Dollar:=24  Pence  (2  Shillings) 

1/3  Dollar=32  Pence  (2  Sh.  6d.) 

1/2  Dollar=:48  Pence  (4  Shillings) 

2/3  Dollar=64  Pence  (5  Sh.  4d.)
